Louis Cabot appears in FLY

Like Louis, Bernard Kay, 
who plays the sophisticated but 
suspicious ‘Gordon Ritchie’, 
manager of ‘Chilford Green 
Airfield’, is no newcomer to 
television.

Facts on Flying

Suppose you want to fly? 
Well, it is fairly expensive—but 
not so much as you might think. 
First, the bad news: you must 
be at least seventeen years old 
before you can apply for a 
Student Pilot's Licence. But any 
knowledge you can gain before- 
hand, from books or by watch- 
ing experienced pilots, will be 
very useful—because a written 
examination on navigation and 


similar subjects is part of the 
testing you will have to undergo. 

A Student Pilot's licence costs 
£2, and you will have to pay 
about £3 for a standard medical 
examination. Before qualifying 
as a private pilot, you must have 
had forty hours' flying under the 
direction of a qualified instruc- 
tor—and the average rate for 
these lessons is around £8 per 
hour. Your ‘Ground School 
Pack'—log book, text books on 
navigation, maps etc. — will 
cost around £20. So you'd

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Through the camera's eye 


In earlier editions of ‘Junior Cinema’, we've talked about the 
‘dream world’ of the movies—the escape from everyday life that they 
offer. But there is also an important aspect of the movie business 
that is wholly concerned with 'real life': the documentary film. 

This week, Granada Television's *Clapperboard' series looks at 
the documentary and discusses the ways in which the makers of 
factual films have helped us to know and understand the world we 
live in. You'll be able to see clips from KING ELEPHANT, reviewed 
on this page last week; THE LIVING DESERT, perhaps the bes? 
of Walt Disney's 'true-life' animal movies; and THE HELLSTROM 
CHRONICLE, a hair-raising, 'science-fiction' look at the world of 
insects. 

There will also be an excerpt from one of the most important 
movies of all time, NANOOK OF THE NORTH, made by the 
American Robert Flaherty in 1921. In this study of an Eskimo hunter 
and his family, Flaherty set a standard for documentary films that 
has rarely been surpassed. An 
all-round man of the cinema, 
Flaherty even processed his 
own film negatives, and his 
experiments with panchro- 
matic film (in an unsuccess- 
ful attempt at colour photo- 
graphy) revolutionised film 
techniques of his time.

Georges Méliés saw his first movie in the 
1890s, at the Lumiéres' cinema in Paris. A 
professional conjuror, with wide experience 
of what the *customers' would pay to see, Méliés realised 
that ‘real life’ scenes with no story interest would soon 
lose their novelty. Using a second-hand camera bought 
from the Lumiéres, writing his own scripts and hiring 
actors suitable for the róles he had in mind, Méliés set 
out to make pictures that told a story—‘feature’ films 
as we know them. One of his first films, CINDERELLA, 
made in 1900, used one thousand feet of film and lasted 
for about ten minutes, an unheard-of length for its time.
